County Superintendent J. B. ;Brun-
ner completed |his annual official report
yesterday, for the school year, ending
April Tth, 1884. This report, mnde as
provided by statute, is very complete in
itaelf showing the finaucial condition and
the value of school property in each dis-
trict, attendancs, and the number of
months of school last year. Under the
statute, Mr. Brunner is required to for-
ward one copy, to the state superiniend-
ent, which he did yesterday, and also to
fill one in his office.
